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XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for the months of October, 
November, December, and Year 1927. 


October.—The outstanding feature of the month’s rainfall was the large excesses at a few of the 

extreme Southern agricultural centres, embracing the areas lying between Ravensthorpe, Jarramongup, 
Ongerup, Kukerin and Broomehill. In this section the excesses over the usual October figures ranged 
from 1-62 inches at Kukerin to 2-86 at Ravensthorpe. The bulk of the rain fell on the 7th and 
8th in connection with a depression which caused a general agricultural rainfall, the greater part of 
which fell on the South-West Coast and Southern agricultural districts, 
Ff Associated chiefly with Southern depressions light to moderate rains were also reported trom 
practically all agricultural centres on the 13th, 14th, 15th, 29th and 31st. The totals at the close 
of the month showed decreases throughout the Midland and Northern areas and at many stations 
over the Eastern Wheat belt, but excesses at the majority of stations along the Great Southern 
Railway. 

In the pastoral regions conditions were very dry during October, but this was by no means 
unusual for the time of the year. It was noticeable that thunderstorms commenced in the Kimberley 
districts towards the end of the month, but the falls were, as yet, light, while over the Northern 
Territory border they had been heavier but patchy. 


November.— Excluding the greater portion of the Hast Kimberley, and a few scattered stations 
in the North-West and agricultural areas, a general rain shortage was noticeable during the month. 

In the Hast Kimberley Wyndham exceeded the average by 271 points, Hall’s Creek by 247, and 
Fitzroy Crossing by 276 points, and although the West Kimberley showed a shortage, the large 
excesses at these stations so early in the rainy season was particularly encouraging as an indication 
of good general rains later in thé season throughout tropical areas. Some isolated good falls were 
also noted in the Central North-West, between Nullagine and Mundiwindi, but only trifling showers 
were reported from the Gascoyne. 

Throughout the agricultural centres and Goldfields the only general falls were on the 19th and 
20th, and these were of considerable benefit to the late crops in the agricultural areas. Scattered 
showers, chiefly coastal, also fell during the month, but in the majority of cases were only of slight 
importance. 


December.—Apart from some light coastal showers on the 14th, which extended northward to 
the Moora district and inland to the Great Southern country, the rainfall for the month was of a 
thundery character, and, with the exception of one extensive storm on the 23rd, was very patchy, 
and, apart from isolated gaugings, light. A few useful local falls occurred between the 11th and 
13th, but in some instances they were accompanied by hail. A few crops were damaged, but no 
wide-spread destruction was reported. 

The rainfall of the 23rd was heaviest on the Coolgardie Goldfields, where Bulong registered 225 
points and Sandstone 208 points. The fringes of the storm affected the outer areas of the wheat belt, 
and also the Murchison and Northern Midland country where some further thundershowers scattered 
throughout the ensuing week raised the month’s totals at most of the stations sufficiently to surpass 
the average. The majority of the Coolgardie Goldfield totals also exceeded normal, but elsewhere, 
with only a few isolated exceptions, defects were the rule. These, however, did not assume serious 
proportions except in the Kimberleys. In that division light thunderstorms were frequent during 
the latter half of the month, but only one substantial downpour occurred, viz., 4 inches at Wyndham 
on the 29th and 30th, and this station alone showed an over-average total for the month, 


Year.—The season of 1927, from a wheat growing and pastoral viewpoint, was the best Western 
Australia has experienced for many years—this despite damage caused to crops by fungus diseases 
and by hail during November and December. The apple crop, from various causes showed a serious 
falling off compared with recent years, but other fruits were returning satisfactory yields. 

A glance at the annual rain-map showed that the averages had been exceeded over the greater 
part of the State. At some of the Hastern Goldfields stations the normal rainfall was doubled, while 
in the areas where the totals fell short of the average values, the defects were nowhere of serious con- 
sequence. 

In the Kimberleys, following upon good December rains in 1926, copious falls were recorded in 
January, especially during the latter half. Further good rains fell in February and March, while 
Fitzroy had a fall of 4 inches in April. The usual dry period then intervened, broken only by 
useful falls at Broome and La Grange early in June, but that month was also marked by destructive 
grass-fires through the West Kimberley, causing considerable loss. The seasonal rains resumed in 
November and December but were weaker than usual. 

In the North-West, the rainfall was more patchy than elsewhere, with the result t i 
did not benefit to the desired extent. Good falls Sa noted in January, Vobewary a 
June there were frequent extensions of the agricultural winter rains, and the monsoonal Tains recurm 
menced during November. 
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Throughout the Gascoyne and Goldfields districts useful falls were recorded in January and 
February. Heavy rain fell during March, with the result that the three years’ drought in the Car- 
narvon district was broken. Rail and road transport were interrupted, and floods were experienced 
at many centres, including Yalgoo, Ninghan, Leonora, and Menzies. At Ninghan 5 inches fell on 
one day between 4 a.m. and 6-30 a.m., and the total rainfall for the month was 12-28 inches. So 
great was the intensity of the flood that waves of six feet high were reported to have swept in a tor- 
ent past the homestead. Pastures grew rapidly as a result of further good falls in June, July 
and September. On December 23rd, another general rain affected the Goldfields, many stations regis- 
tering between 1 and 2 inches. ; 

The agricultural areas also shared the heavy rains of March, and floods and washaways were 
noted almost generally. The winter rains started earlier than usual, and continued, with one or two 
anxious times caused by dry periods, until the middle of October. Flood conditions were again closely 
approached in early July in the Collie-Preston Valley, and a terrific downpour in the Albany district 
on September 18th flooded the King and Kalgan rivers and other streams, causing serious washaways, 
and flooding out a number of settlers. 

In the metropolitan area the year generally was much quieter than 1926, although damage 
amounting to £8,000 was caused by a particularly violent storm which raged through Perth and 
Fremantle on June 18th. Some of the gusts attained a velocity of 70 miles an hour. 

December was an unusually hot month both in the metropolitan area and through the agricultural 
districts. No new records were established, but the heat waves were lengthy and ranked amongst 
the most severe ever experienced in December.
